It is Welchers honest belief that 
his enemies are responsible for the 
destruction of the building.

Ruling cf Judge Nash in the Tipton 


Circuit Court Permits the Opening 


of Saloons in Marion Without Delay 


and Sends the Kokomo Case Back to 


the Commissioners Without Preju­ 


dice For Further Action. 


Tipton, Ind.. Sept. 23.—In the con­ 
tested local option cases brought here 
on a change of venue from Howard 
and Grant counties, Judge L. B. Nash 
has made his ruling. 
He held that 
the county commissioners had no right 
to reject certified returns, and should 
merely have made certificates of rec 
ord, giving the result of the election 
as shown on the face of the returns. 
Their action in both counties was 
therefore null and void. 
Though this opinion was based on 
the Howard county case it applies, the 
judge said, to Grant county as well, as 
far as the action of the county com­ 
missi -r.ers was concerned. 
The cases 
affect the return of saloons to Kokomo 
and Marion. 
The effect of the ruling is to send 
the Kokomo case back to the Howard 
county commissioners’ court, where all 
entries affecting the liquor option elec­ 
tion are to be removed. 
The appli­ 
cants for liquor license in Kokomo 
may now mandate the county commis 
sioners through the circuit court of 
Howard county in the event the com 
missioners refuse to issue licenses. 
This means that Kokomo will remain 
“dry” until the commissioners grant 
licenses or the circuit court orders 
them to do so. 
In the Grant county case the ruling 
will permit the opening of saloons at 
Marion without delay, provided there 
is no further opposition by the county 
commissioners.

There has always been doubts as to 
whether the highly infectious dis­ 
ease hog cholera existed in different 
states or whether the reported out­ 
breaks of cholera were not caused 
by some dietary condition as, for in­ 
stance, 
Moore 
has pointed out in 
the case of feeding swill which con­ 
tained large quantities of powdered 
soap. 
However after the discovery that 
a filterable virus is the cause of the 
epizootic disease and not the bacil­ 
lus of hog cholera, it was suggested 
that some of the outbreaks of ap­ 
parently infection- diseases of swine 
from which

organism 
could not be isolated might be due to 
the filterable virus.

DIAGNOSIS. 
Before 
diagnosing 
a disease as hog cholera there are a 
few important factors

bear in mind.

Then the symptoms 
and 
postmortem lesions should be con- 
idered. 
It is impossible to get a 
good idea relative

produce the di-ease in a sound ani­ 
mal by inoculation with some of the 
filtered blood of a dead or very sick 
animal. 
The disease must be distinguished 
from sickness due to improper feed­ 
ing. especially iii case of

garbage fed animals, as it has been 
shown that powdered soaps used in 
washing dishes mav cause a disease 


large amounts of virulent blood re­ 
quired are obtained as fololw-:

week for three or four weeks.

used. or it may be reliyperimrmmized.

usually really receives half the pre­ 
vious do-e of virulent blood.

or five cubic centimeters of blood per 
pound of body weight are usually 
taken at each bleeding.

TREATMENT OF THE BLOOD. The

Inject at least two pigs intra­ 
muscularly, giving each two cc. of 
the defibrinated diseased blood which 
is to be tested. The blood should riot 
be more 
than

hours .old 
and 
should have been kept at a tempera­ 
ture not higher than 55 degrees F. 
B. 
The test pigs should not weigh 
less than 50 pounds each. 
After in­ 
jection they should be placed in a 
small disinfected pen with at least 
one susceptible uninoculated 
pig of 
the same weight and preferable of 
the same litter. 
C. 
The virus should not be con­ 
sidered suitable for use unless the 
inoculated pigs 
become 
visibly ill 
within eight days and die within Af-* 
teen 
day’s 
after 
inoculation. 
The 
carcasses of these pigs must show 
undoubted lesions of 
hog 
cholera. 
Furthermore, the communicability of 
the disease induced by the blood in­ 
oculations mu-t be demonstrated by 
the contraction of the disease by the 
cheek pig within 12 days after the 
appearance of the disease by the in­ 
oculated pigs. 
2. 
Handling the blood used for 
hyperimmuiiization. 
The 
diseased 
blood should be collected and manip­ 
ulated under strict antiseptic 
pre­ 
caution, stored iii a temperature not 
higher than 55 degrees F. and used 
within 24 hours after drawing. 
It is 
recommended that 
defibrination 
be 
postponed 
until immediately before 
use of the blood.

Testing the potency of the hy­ 
perimmune serum. 
A. 
If 
the plan 
of 
tenting 
the 
mixed bleedings of 
each 
hyperim­ 
mune be adopted by 
the 
producer, 
then we recommend that the test be 
carried out as follow-: 
Inoculate three hogs. each weigh­ 
ing from 50 to HHKpounds with 2 
cc. each of virulent bipod.

Give each of three of these 
15 cc. bf the immunizing serum to be 
tested.

three others 
20 cc. of the serum to be tested. 
If 
all of 
those 
receiving 
immunizing 
serum remain in good health and two 
or more of the checks become ill of 
cholera within eight days and are ap- 
recently going to die in fifteen day-. 
the serum 
shall be 
considered 
as 
suitable for field uses in doses of 20 
ce. for hogs weighing from 50 to IOO 
pounds. 
If one or more of the pigs 
receiving 20 cc. each of the immuniz­ 
ing serum all continue to remain in 
good health, then the serum may’ be 
used in field work in increased doses. 
METHODS 
OF USING 
SERUM. 
There are two methods of using the 
serum. 
By the simultaneous method 
a dose of serum and a small amount 
of virulent blood are 
injected into 
the opposite sides of the body. This 
method of vaccination 
is 
said to 
produce an 
immunity that will last 
for life. 
It is 
to be 
prefererd in 
cases of well herds and in those that 
will not be 
exposed to the disease 
for several 
months.
